*JUe Fruit Cure For Some of the HI* 


of the Human Body. 


The curative value of fruit is becoming 


more aud more insisted upon by those 
who make a study of dietetics. Grapes 
are recommended for. the dyspeptic, the 
consumptive, the anaemic and for those 
with a tendency to gout aud liver trou- 
bles. Plume, also, are said to be a cure 
for gouty and rheumatic tendencies. Tho 
acid fruits, especially lemons and oranges, 
are particularly good for stomach trou- 
bles and rheumatism. 


It is not sufficient, say the advocates ot 


the fruit cure, to eat a small quantity at 
breakfast or dinner. 
One should eat 


from two to eight pounds of grapes a day, 
or, il orangea are the curative agency, the 
number to be eateu iu a day may vary 
•from three to six. 


A healthy condition of the body de- 


pends upon a perfect balance of foods 
taken. There are many other factors en- 
tering into the question, but this feature 
must not be forgotten. 
Few p'eople there 


are who can keep healthy without fruit. 


How absurd, some one says, to be told 


to eat fruit when everybody eats it. Yea, 
but how do you out it? Do you take a 
definite amount ol it, the same as you do ' 
of meat and potatoes, or do you eat it as 
you do candy? 


If you suffer from an acute attack of 


indigestion after ajdinner of soup, meats, 
pickles, sauces, salad, cakes, pastries, 
with spices and condiments enough to 
blister the skin, to say nothing of the deli- 
cate liuJiig o* the stomach, pray do not 
aver that indigestion arises from the mor- 
sel of fruit taken at the end. 


Be honest with your stomach for a 


mouth. Eat no more than you need of 
simple food, into which the true luxuries 
of nature, such as apples, oranges, pears 
or other fruit, shall enter. Try, if only 
as an interesting experiment, t(> eat spar- 
ingly of the cruder articles of diet and 
more of those suited to your real needs 
and see to it that fruit forms a part of 
each meal.

cat seventeen kinds of food at ODO meal, 
ending with fruit, it of course was the 
apple or the strawberries that did the 
harm."

NEW YORK PAWNSHOPS. 


Poultry will suffer by irregular feed- 


ing. 


Corn is a heat and fat producer and 


wheat an egg producer. 


To be most successful with turkeys 


it is best to use only well matured 
stock for breeders. 


Besides yielding a regular income in 


the way of feathers, geese are profit- 
able fowls to raise for the market. 


Do not neglect the little essentials, 


such as lime, gravel, meat, clean wa- 
ter, good food, dust bath, etc., for the 
layers. 


If not accustomed to poultry, begin 


with a small number. Learn to make 
a success with a few and then try a 
larger number. 


Keeping fowls on hard floors or runs 


will frequently cause swollen feel and 
legs. 
They must have some loose 


ground to scratch over. 


Whether you are raising fowls for 


market or are in the business for eggs 
or merely keeping fowls to supply your 
table it will always pay to start with 
pure bred stock.

The Police Keep Tab on the Cnitoni- 


«r« Who Vutt Them. 


Perhaps the person who happens to be 


temporarily "hard up"—and who isn't 
sometimes—and who goes into a pawn- 
shop, glides into one of the stalls and 
"soaks" his watch, for a day or perhaps 
two, fancies that nobody will know any- 
thing about it. 


That person, will he wronp. There has 


been a great deal more to it than that. 
His name and address will have been re- 
ported to police headquarters ami regis- 
tered there, together ,with the number of 
his watch, and all this will be on record 
in black and white, not only for the pres- 
ent generation, but for posterity. 


Incidentally, it will probably surprise 


the general reader to learn how many 
watches are pawned in New York in the 
course of a year. As a matter of record, 
there are considerably more than 1,000,- 
000 watches entered ia pawn at the va- 
rious licensed shops in this city in the 
course of a twelvemonth. 


Of course these are not 1.000,000 dif- 


ferent watches, for n good many of them 
are realized ttpon and taken out several 
times. The number pawned, too, varies 
from month to month, but on an average 
there arc quite fully 100,000 different en- 
tries monthly for pawned watches re- 
ported to police headquarters and there 
filed away for future reference. 


The reason 
for the 
entry of the 


watches, with their numbers and the 
names and addresses of their owners, is 
that a means may be provided for the 
tracing and recovery of articles that 
have been either stolen from or lost by 
their original owners. 
Every morning 


each pawnbroker in the city goes to the 
nearest police station and there reports 
his pledges of the day before. 


In the case of watches—and the same 


rule applies to typewriters and bicycles— 
the last three numbers of the article are 
written down on a card, which is filed 
away. The complete number is also en- 
tered, but only the last three figures 
count in the filing away process. If the 
number of the watch, for instance, is 
265,784, the card will be put in the 784 
box.

There may 
be no thread of wool in it, and the care- 
ful combing out of the inner cotton fibers 
of the garment makes only a still further 
leoeptade for clammy moisture from tho 
body. 
Chronic colds, sore throats, and 


even consumption, may result from thi! 
continuance of this kind of midergnrinoot.

ered, nil because the pressure prevents 
circulation. 
For warmth n kid mitten, 


fleece lined, is the only sensible hand cov- 
ering.

Ropy milk or cream is objectionable 


on account of Its unwholesome appear- 
ance rather thau because of any known 
harmful effect caused by its consump- 
tion. 
The slimy, viscid condition of 


the milk is exceedingly disgusting to 
the consumer, and its occurrence con- 
stitutes a serious menace to the success 
of a milk route. This fault In inilk is 
one of tinuncial rather than of hygienic 
importance. 


Much of the abhorrence of ropy milk 


Is induced by the mistaken belief that 
it is in some way caused toy a disease 
of the cow's udder commonly called 
garget. The udder of a cow Effected 
with garget may contain a yellowish. 


j thick, viscid, purulent liquid, which is 


obviously unwholesome at the time it 
is drawn from ,the udder. 
Unfortu- 


nately farmers frequently speak of 
this unwholesome fluid as "ropy" or 
"stringy" milk. The milk fault refer- 
red to in a bulletin by Professor A. K. 
Ward of the Cornell (N. Y.) station is 
entirely different and bears no relation 
to the health of the cow. 


The kind of ropinuss occurring in 


milk from a healthy udder appears on- 
ly after the milk has been drawn from 
the row at least twelve hours. Profess- 
or Ward arrives at the following con- 
clusions in regard to it: 


Kopy milk contains bacteria that are 


responsible 
for its viscid condition. 


These bacteria live naturally in water. 
Measures for tlie prevention of the 
trouble must be directed toward pre- 
venting the bacteria from getting into 
milk. Following are some of the more 
important measures that should bli 
taken to stop the trouble and to pre- 
vent its recurrence. 


After milking at night the milk pails 


and straimr olutli should be washed 
and scalded before using in Hie morn- 
ing. or a second set thoroughly clean 
anil scalded should be. used in the 
morning. The practice of merely rins- 
ing pails and strai tiers in cold water at 
the. barn at ni^ht offers an opportunity 
for the introduction of the bacteria 
into milk directly from the water. 


If (he cows •uade in mud and smear 


the udders with dirt and filth, put a 
stop to it. I(y this means many objec- 
tionable bacteria ^el int-> milk by full- 
Ing into the milk pail.

shock and fasten to singletree also. See 
that the rope is around the shock about

twenty inches from the ground. 
A ' 


slight pull of tho horse will bring'over j 
the shock. 
With a boy to lead the 


horse and a handy hitch to the rope 
you can average a shock a minute and 
have it iu much better shape for husk- 
ing than when torn down by baud. 
You can in this way pull over a day's 
husking while the dew is on, and the 
fodder will be damper for husking 
than if left standing till wanted. 
It 


will be another advantage to you if 
j'ou are careful to pull over your 
shocks so that you can face the wind 
while husking,' letting the wind blow 
the fodder to you and not away, says 
an Ohio Farmer writer.
